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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

Tliis application contains the following Inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to fomri a single general Inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant Is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single Invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, clalm(s) 70-89, 111-116 and 1 19-123, drawn to a printing blanket unit 
having a filler material on at least a portion of a support plate. 

Group II, claim(s) 90-102, drawn to a method for providing a printing blanket 
including adding a filler material and vulcanizing the printing blanket after adding the 
filler nfiaterial. 

Group III, clalm(s) 102-106 and 124-133, drawn to a method for providing a 
printing blanket including folding at least one of a leading or trailing plate end along a 
fold zone and applying a filler material In an area of said fold zone. 

Group IV, claim(s) 107-110 and 117-118, drawn to a printing blanket unit 
including a filler material and first and second printing blanket unit thicknesses at the 
printing blanket end faces and between them. 

2. The Inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group II requires 
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vulcanization of the blanl^et witli the filler material, Group III requires folding of the plate 
ends and Group IV requires two distinct printing blanket thicknesses. None of these 
features is required by the other groups. 

3. A telephone call was made to Douglas Hanscom on December 15, 2006 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an 
election being made.
